Proposed  Helipad’s  Impact  Report  Delayed

The  debate  over  whether  to  allow 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
(SFGH)  to  develop  a helipad  at  its 
Potrero  Avenue  site  continues  to 
rage.  While  the  hospital  insists  that 
the  helipad  is  a necessary  component 
of  the  City’s  trauma  care  system, 
many  Mission  and  Potrero  Hill 
residents  remain  unconvinced. 

Helipad  critics  are  concerned  that 
the  project’s  draft  Environmental 
Impact  Report  (EIR),  which  was 
supposed  to  be  published  earlier  this 
year,  has  been  delayed  until  the  end 
of  summer.  "We  have  been  working 
on  a preliminary  draft  of  the  EIR 
with  the  Planning  Department  since 
last  fall  and  have  been  requested 
to  include  new  information  about 
whether  noise  will  be  a significant 
impact,"  said  Mike  McClintock, 
SFGH  Project  Coordinator.  "We 
will  hopefully  have  a draft  EIR  in 
probably  late  July  at  the  earliest.” 
McClintock  noted  that  helicopter 
noise  seems  to  be  a primary  concern 
of  those  opposed  to  the  project,  with 
helicopter  safety  a close  second. 

Mission  and  Potrero  Hill  residents 
have  voiced  a mixture  of  support, 
concern  and  opposition  to  the  helipad 
proposal- since  the  idea  was  first 
floated  five  years  ago.  Some  residents 
favor  improving  access  to  the  City’s 
trauma  center,  particularly  if  it  saves 
lives.  Others  point  to  a host  of  reasons 
why  they’re  against  the  proposal, 
including  noise  pollution,  which 
could  lead  to  reductions  in  property 
value;  and  the  risk  of  helicopter 
accidents. 


According  to  project  critics, 
the  City  has  effectively  provided 
trauma  services  to  needy  patients  for 
decades  without  a helipad.  They  also 
point  to  another  proposed  helipad 
at  the  University  of  California,  San 
Francisco  (UCSF)  Children’s  Hospital 
in  Mission  Bay  as  an  indication  that  a 
helipad  should  not  be  built  at  SFGH. 
That  hospital,  which  is  scheduled 
to  open  in  2013,  includes  a helipad 
in  its  design.  "No  one  wants  to  be 
screaming  about  noise  or  loss  of 


property  value  in  the  face  of  saving 
lives,  but  no  one  wants  two  helipads 
within  several  blocks  from  one 
another  either,’’  said  Elain  Stuebe, 
a Potrero  Hill  Parents’  Association 
member. 

Angela  Rubin,  a 15-year  Hill 
resident,  believes  her  home  will 
become  unlivable  if  the  helipad  is 
built.  Her  house  is  located  on  Rhode 
Island  Street;  from  one  of  her  windows 
she  can  see  where  the  helicopters 
would  land  across  the  street,  ‘Tve  had 


the  experience  of  helicopters  landing 
two  streets  away  from  my  vacation 
rental  in  Marin  County,"  said  Rubin. 
“When  it  happened  I thought  it  was 
an  earthquake,  the  windows  were 
shaking  so  badly.  It  was  terribly 
unforgettable,  and  it’s  what  got  me 
scared  that  one  might  be  allowed  to 
land  in  San  Francisco,”  Rubin  and 
other  residents  are  concerned  that 
their  lives  would  be  fundamentally 
disrupted  by  a nearby  helipad.  "[We] 
admire  and  respect  the  hospital  and

Southeast  San  Francisco  Home  to  Illegal  Animal 
Boarding  Facilities

Several  San  Francisco  kennels 
have  been  especially  noisy  of  late, 
and  the  ruckus  hasn’t  been  coming 
from  the  dogs.  The  owners  of  two 
animal  boarding  facilities,  Pet 
Camp  and  Reigning  Dogs  and  Cats, 
say  some  of  their  competitors  are 
operating  illegally,  and  that  the  City 
should  do  more  to  enforce  its  permit 
requirements, 

“I  want  to  see  places  shut-down 
until  they  comply,”  said  Susan  Rouse, 
who  has  operated  Reigning  Dogs  and 
Cats  in  the  Mission  since  2002. 


In  a city  with  upwards  of  120.000 
canines  - roughly  one  for  every  five 
humans  - only  six  animal  boarding 
facilities  are  currently  operating 
with  proper  permits,  including  the 
San  Francisco  Society  for  Protection 
and  Care  of  Animals  (SPCA)  and 
San  Francisco  Animal  Care  Shelter, 
neither  of  which  offer  boarding  to 
privately-paying  customers.  Another 
four  kennels  have  started  the  permit 
process,  but  are  waiting  for  City 
approval. 

In  addition  to  a regular  business 
license,  San  Francisco  requires  that 


any  person  caring  for  three  or  more 
dogs  for  24  continuous  hours  obtain 
a $130  kennel  permit.  The  permit, 
which  must  be  renewed  annually, 
is  cheap,  but  complying  with  the 
City’s  rules  for  operating  an  animal 
boarding  facility  can  be  costly. 

"What  you  have  to  do  to  operate 
safely  is  expensive,"  said  Virginia 
Donohue,  co-owner  of  Bayview- 
based  Pet  Camp.  Donohue  says 
she’s  spent  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  over  ten  years  to  outfit 
her  facility  with  the  proper  floors, 
drainage  and  ventilation  systems. 


Rouse  and  Donohue  say  the 
City’s  failure  to  enforce  regulations 
that  apply  to  professional  pet  care 
businesses  creates  an  unfair  playing 
field  among  small  business  owners 
and  compromises  animal  safety. 
“There  are  a lot  of  people  who  say, 
‘The  dog  business,  that's  easy.  I’ll 
go  open  up  whatever,”’  Donohue 
complained.  "If  you’re  not  going  to 
meet  standards,  then  I’d  seriously 
question  your  ability  to  take  care  of 
dogs.”

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Publisher’s  View 
Power  to  the  People

I’ve  heard  tell  that  some  of  my 
neighbors  think  that  over  the  past 
few  years  the  View  has  paid  too 
much  attention  to  power  plants 
and  electric  utility  issues.  I’m  at 
least  partially  to  blame  for  this 
impression:  I’ve  contributed  several 
articles  to  the  paper  about  the  (now 
deceased)  Hunters  Point  and  Potrero 
power  plants,  and  have  editorialized 
multiple  times  about  the  Transbay 
Cable  project.  These  can  make  for 
dull  reading,  though  it’s  the  View’s 
job  to  make  them  as  lively  as  possible. 
We  cover  them  because  they're 
important,  and  if  we  don’t  chances 
are  no  one  else  will. 

Whether  the  debate  is  about  a 
power  plant,  helipad,  park  renovation, 
or  how  land  should  be  used,  it’s 
essential  that  our  community  gets 
accurate  information,  and  that  our 
voices  be  heard.  Large  economic 
interests  take  care  of  themselves, 
as  is  amply  evidenced  by  continued 
expansion  of  the  University  of 
California,  Mission  Bay  campus 
and  the  steady  march  of  unpleasant 
“mixed  use”  office  buildings  without 
concomitant  growth  in  public 
amenities  south  from  what  used  to 
be  accurately  called  “downtown.” 
These  interests  aren’t  evil,  at  least 
not  usually.  They  are  simply  single- 
minded  about  achieving  their  goals, 
and  have  plenty  of  resources  to  do 
so. 

Government’s  role  is  to  make 
sure  public  policies  don’t  just  reflect 
economic  interests,  and,  in  particular, 
to  protect  those  of  us  who  are  most 
vulnerable.  And  government  needs 
our  help  to  do  its  job.  This  is  especially 
the  case  in  an  era  in  which  policy 
issues  have  grown  both  in  volume  and 
complexity,  and  the  larger  media  no 


longer  commits  significant  resources 
to  investigating  local  concerns.  If 
we  don’t  stand-up.  much  of  the  time 
nobody  will. 

Unrelenting  citizen  pressure 
closed  the  Hunters  Point  Power 
Plant.  Similarly,  a handful  of  citizens 

- including  small  business  owner 
and  father  of  four  Mark  Klaiman, 
Potrero  Hill  residents  Joe  Boss 
and  David  Fierberg,  and  Goat  Hill 
Pizza  owner  Philip  De  Andrade 

- have  succeeded  in  convincing  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  Tom 
Ammiano,  Ross  Mirkarimi,  Aaron 
Peskin,  and  our  own  Sophie  Maxwell 
to  sponsor  legislation  that  insists  that 
a greater  amount  of  due  diligence  be 
conducted  before  the  Board  votes  on 
the  Transbay  Cable  project.  Good  for 
them.  And  good  for  us. 

This  issue  of  the  View  has  articles 
about  General  Hospital’s  proposed 
helipad,  efforts  to  preserve  San 
Francisco’s  light  industries,  and  the 
lack  of  City  financing  for  open  space. 
You  may  not  want  to  read  them  all, 
nor  may  you  want  to  actively  join  in 
the  debate  over  them.  But  the  View, 
small  and  resource-constrained  as 
it  is,  takes  its  responsibility  as  a 
community  newspaper  seriously. 

The  American  dream  is  not  just 
about  each  of  us  owning  a house  with 
a white  picket  fence,  filled  with  the 
latest  gadgets.  If  it  was  most  of  us 
San  Franciscans  would  never  achieve 
it.  The  American  dream  is  about 
our  ability  to  struggle  for  what  we 
believe,  and  have  the  legitimate  hope 
that  our  opinions  will  be  heard  and 
acted  upon.  San  Francisco  politics 
may  be  unpleasantly  messy  and  often 
parochial,  but  at  least  in  this  town 
our  dreams  can  come  true.

Housing  Complex  Home 
to  1,000-Plus  Potrero 
Hill  Residents

The  Potrero  Annex  and  Potrero 
Terrace  public  housing  complex 
is  infamous  among  View  readers 
for  its  recurrent  appearance  in 
the  newspaper’s  “Police  Blotter.” 
Persistent  crime,  including  parole 
violations,  weapons  possession, 
narcotics  trafficking,  and  assault  have 
tainted  the  development’s  reputation. 
However,  despite  the  complex’s  local 
re-known  as  a place  not  to  visit 
after  dark,  it’s  home  to  hundreds 
of  working-class  families  who  are 
dedicated  to  their  community. 

The  complex  consists  of  628  units 
that  are  home  to  1.142  individuals. 
Roughly  63  percent  of  its  residents 
are  African-American,  20  percent 
European-American,  and  12  percent 
Asian-American.  with  a smattering 
of  families  with  Hawaiian  or  Native 
American  heritage.  Complex  renters 
can  choose  to  either  make  a monthly 
payment  that’s  calibrated  to  equal  30 
percent  of  their  income  or  pay  a pre- 
determined fixed  rate  that’s  usually 
reflective  of  fair  market  rent. 

Ethel  Porchia,  56-years-old, 
moved  to  the  housing  complex  as  a 
smgle  mom  more  than  30  years  ago. 
“I  choose  to  live  here,”  said  Porchia. 
who’s  worked  in  various  capacities  at 
Starr  King  Elementary  School  since 
shortly  after  moving  into  the  Annex. 
“I  raised  four  kids  myself  at  the 
complex.  Three  have  graduated  from 
high  school,”  said  Porchia,  “My  son 
Anton  is  37,  Willy’s  23,  Myra’s  18.  and 
then  there's  one  that’s  got  in  trouble, 
Leroy.  He’s  31.”  Leroy  was  arrested 
after  being  involved  in  a group  fight, 
and  is  currently  in  jail. 

According  to  Porchia.  Myra 
recently  graduated  from  high  school 
and  Willy  has  issued  his  own  music 
CD.  “I  raised  them  the  right  way,” 
Porchia  said,  “Some  do  good  and 
some  get  with  the  wrong  crowd.  But, 
if  you  can  make  it  here  you  can  go  out 
and  make  it  anywhere.” 

Despite  Porchia’s  belief  in 
people’s  ability  to  thrive  no  matter 
where  they're  from,  she’s  quick  to 
recognize  the  challenge  of  growing 
up  in  primarily  female  single- 
parent homes,  where  children  lack 
supervision  for  much  of  the  day. 
“Some  of  the  kids  don’t  have  anything 
m the  community  to  do,  and  have 
too  much  time  on  their  hands."  said 
Porchia.  Approximately  85  percent  of 
the  complex’s  households  are  female- 
single  parent  households. 

Over  the  years  Porchia  has  tried 
to  fill  the  gap  in  the  community 
created  by  stressful  family  situations. 
She’s  comfortable  wagging  her  finger 
when  she  sees  trouble,  and  isn’t  shy 
about  voicing  her  opinion.  “In  our 
neighborhood,  if  someone’s  doing 
something  wrong  and  I question  them 
about  it,  they  give  me  respect;  I’m 


known.”  said  Porchia.  “We’ve  never 
had  anything  bad  happen  around  the 
school,  whatever  they  do  isn’t  around 
the  kids."  Not  all  complex  residents 
are  so  comfortable,  however.  “I  wish 
we  could  do  something  so  that  people 
wouldn't  be  scared  to  step  out  of  their 
house.” 

Despite  the  crime,  which  Bayview 
District  Sergeant  David  Hamilton 
says  has  consistently  dropped  over 
the  last  few  years,  Porchia  believes 
that  too  much  time  is  spent  focusing 
on  the  community’s  negative  aspects 
instead  of  its  positive,  “We  talk  more 
about  the  bad,”  she  said,  “If  someone 
gets  shot-up  and  you  hear  that  on 
the  news,  the  first  thing  they  say  is 
it  happened  in  the  projects.  And  I 
don’t  see  them  as  the  projects  I see  it 
as  Potrero  Hill!” 

“I  love  my  neighborhood,"  said 
Porchia,  “But.  we  need  jobs  for  our 
youth  to  keep  them  off  the  street.  It’s 
not  the  neighborhood  that  makes  a 
person  it’s  what  you  go  out  and  do,” 
Charles  Bryant,  who  directs  an 
after-school  recreation  program 
for  eight  to  24-year-olds  located  at 
the  Potrero  Hill  Recreation  Center, 
also  sees  more  good  than  bad  in  the 
complex  community.  Bryant’s  job 
is  to  keep  neighborhood  kids  off  the 
streets.  “I’m  from  the  neighborhood. 
I was  bom  with  their  families,  bom 
with  their  uncles,  so  I have  association 
in  the  area,”  said  Bryant,  who  left  the 
complex  around  the  time  Porchia 
was  moving  in.  “A  lot  of  the  kids 
are  living  in  one-parent  homes,  there 
are  a lot  of  young  mothers,  so  that 
alone  is  difficult,”  Bryant  continued. 
“Some  are  educated,  some  aren’t.  If 
you  don't  have  an  auntie,  kids  get 
accepted  by  the  streets,  then  that 
becomes  your  family.” 

If  the  adult  version  of  staying 
busy  is  work,  then  the  childhood 
version  is  play,  and  that’s  Bryant’s 
specialty.  Inspired  by  his  father’s 
love  of  sports,  Bryant  shares  his 
enthusiasm  with  kids.  “I  do  baseball, 
basketball,  football,  because  idle 
time  is  the  worst  time  for  kids  in 
the  area,  and  this  way  we  keep  their 
minds  positive,”  said  Bryant,  "I 
come  down  to  Starr  King  also  and 
have  recreation  with  the  kids  and 
just  have  a good  time.  They  bum  off 
that  energy  and  then  they’re  more 
focused,  and  that’s  the  key.” 

“You  know  you  got  to  give  to 
get,”  said  Bryant,  “There's  a lot  of 
people  in  the  community  who  won’t 
get  off  Potrero  Hill  and  help  the 
kids,  because  there’s  a lot  of  fear.” 
said  Bryant,  who  hopes  that  more 
community  programs  are  created  to 
serve  the  area’s  youth.  “Everything 
we  do,  we  do  for  the  kids,”  continued 
Bryant,  "We  cook  for  them,  help 
them  with  homework,  and  they

San  Francisco’s  Light 
Industry  Endangered

“Light  industry  in  San  Francisco 
is  being  threatened  by  land  developers 
whose  only  interest  is  maximizing 
profits,”  said  Peter  Cohen,  chair 
of  the  City’s  Back  Street  Business 
Advisory  Board.  “Developers  want 
to  get  maximum  value,”  according 
to  Cohen,  who  is  a community 
planning  program  director  for  Asian 
Neighborhood  Design,  which  provides 
architecture  and  planning  services  to 
low-income  neighborhoods. 

“Industrial  is  not  the  highest  and 
best  use  from  a real  estate  economical 
standpoint,”  said  Cohen.  "It’s  all 
about  who  gets  to  build  on  what 
land.  ” Cohen  believes  that  developers 
want  to  promote  the  storyline  that 
since  San  Francisco  industry  is  in 
decline  anyway  the  City  should 
simply  allow  it  to  vanish,  replaced  by 
housing  and  new  economy  jobs. 

The  Back  Street  Business 
Advisory  Board  was  created  in  late- 
2005  to  tell  a different  story.  The 
Board  - whose  name  comes  from  the 
notion  that  many  light  industrial 
businesses  operate  in  back  alleys  or 
out-of-the-way  warehouses,  out-of- 
sight  of  many  San  Franciscans  - is 
developing  recommendations  on  how 
to  support  light  industrial  enterprises 
located  in  Potrero  Hill,  South  of 
Market,  the  Central  Waterfront  and 
other  neighborhoods.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  appointed  the  Advisory 
Board’s  14  members,  who  serve  on  a 
voluntary  basis. 

“We  are  a proponent  of  and 
seek  to  protect  and  enhance  light 
industries,”  said  Cohen.  “Our  charge 
is  to  make  recommendations  on 
policies,  programs  or  operational 
activities  that  could  support  and 
potentially  grow  these  businesses.” 

The  Advisory  Board  expects  to 
deliver  their  findings  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  this  summer. 

“The  report  will  explain  to  the 
supervisors  and  general  public  about 
a sector  of  the  City’s  economy  that  is 
misunderstood  and  largely  invisible 
to  most  people,”  said  Cohen.  “It 
will  tell  a story  about  the  role  of 
industry  today,  compared  to  what  it 
was  in  the  1950s.  There’s  been  this 
simplistic  story  line  — that’s  wrong, 
but  that’s  been  repeated  over  and 
over  — that  says  San  Francisco  was 
an  industrial  city  with  large  factories 
through  the  1950s.  Industry  slowly 
declined  from  that  point  and  in  the 
last  10  or  15  years  has  been  replaced 
with  a new  economy  of  research  and 


development  related  to  bioscience, 
Internet  businesses,  tourism  and 
conventioneering.  ” 

“Therefore,  the  story  goes, 
industry’s  dead,"  Cohen  continued. 
“Get  a new  job  in  the  new  economy. 
This  is  a simplistic  and  false  story 
line.  Industry  has  declined  but  also 
has  morphed  into  different  types  of 
activities.  It  has  a different  place  in 
the  economy  than  it  did  in  the  1950s. 
But  this  does  not  mean  that  it’s  dead 
or  not  viable. 

“The  scale  of  industrial  activity 
has  changed.  It  is  no  longer  giant 
factories  pumping  out  big  product 
with  500  guys  on  around-the- 
clock  shifts.  Today  light  industry 
businesses  are  scattered  into  a 
million  parts.”  These  businesses 
include  small-scale  specialty 
manufacturing,  warehousing  and 
delivery,  construction  contractors  and 
suppliers,  and  other  enterprises. 

Cohen  cited  a 2005  study  by 
Economic  & Planning  Systems,  Inc. 
(EPS)  which  found  that,  like  the 
United  States  overall,  the  size  of 
San  Francisco’s  industrial  sector  has 
decreased  significantly  since  1980, 
and  is  further  endangered  by  pressure 
to  rezone  land  to  non-industrial  use. 
The  loss  of  an  industrial  base,  in 
turn,  has  reduced  the  number  of 
“blue  collar”  jobs,  and  encouraged 
business  that  provide  services  needed 
for  a thriving  urban  economy,  such  as 
wholesalers  and  food  processors,  to 
move  further  away  from  population 
centers. 

However,  even  amidst  the 
decline  the  EPS  study  found 
that  San  Francisco  hosts  118,100 
production,  distribution  and  repair 
jobs  (PDR).  More  than  one-third  of 
these  jobs  are  located  in  the  City’^ 
eastern  neighborhoods,  with  small 
employment  increases  expected  over 
the  next  two  decades. 

"PDR  jobs  serve  an  important 
function  in  the  economy  of  San 
Francisco,”  according  to  the 
EPS  study.  “While  large-scale 
manufacturing  is  not  the  major 
employment  sector  it  once  was 
in  American  cities.  PDR  jobs  still 
provide  goods  and  services  that 
support  other  primary  industries, 
such  as  tourism,  office  headquarters, 
or  high  technology.  In  addition, 
PDR  businesses  provide  many  of  the 
personal  and  business  services  that 
enhance  the  population  base’s  quality 
of  life,  ranging  from  auto  repair  and 
kennel  services  to  the  distribution

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Summer  Programs 
Guard  Against  Outages

Chances  are  that  if  temperatures 
soar  past  100  degrees  on  a sizzling 
summer  afternoon,  as  happened 
throughout  the  Central  Valley  and 
Southern  California  for  almost  two 
weeks  last  July,  some  electric  utility 
customers  will  be  asked  to  turn-off 
their  lights  and  make  do  with  less  air 
conditioning  during  the  hottest  time 
of  the  day.  And  they  will  gladly  do 
so,  having  enrolled  in  one  of  several 
state  programs  which  pay  electricity 
users  to  temporarily  reduce  their 
consumption  on  "critical  peak  days" 
when  demand  is  especially  high. 

Increasingly  electric  utilities, 
as  well  as  for-  and  nonprofit 
"aggregators,”  are  offering  demand 
response  (DR)  programs,  through 
which  participants  are  paid  to 
voluntarily  change  the  time  of  their 
electricity  use  from  “peak  periods” 
- 1 1 a.m.  to  7 p.m.  - to  off-peak  hours 
when  fewer  consumers  use  energy, 
such  as  during  the  wee  hours  of  the 
morning. 

Electricity  can’t  be  stored;  it  has 
to  be  generated  when  it’s  needed. 
When  demand  spikes,  typically 
due  to  extreme  weather,  above- 
average  amounts  of  power  have  to 
be  delivered  instantaneously.  If 
running  every  available  generating 
station  - including  back-up  diesel 
plants  - doesn’t  produce  enough 
electricity  to  meet  demands,  without 
DR  programs  rolling  blackouts  can 
be  triggered,  as  occurred  in  2001, 
forcibly  depriving  some  customers 
of  electricity.  Although  small  when 
compared  with  overall  system 
demands,  the  modest  reduction 
in  electricity  use  contributed  by 
statewide  DR  programs  can  make 
the  difference  between  darkness  and 
light. 

DR  programs  have  been  used 
for  decades  to  help  ensure  reliable 
power  service  or  to  modulate  peak 
prices  in  competitive  markets. 
More  recently,  energy  experts  have 
found  that  the  programs  offer  other 
benefits,  including  reducing  costs 
to  consumers.  DR  also  creates 
environmental  benefits,  though 
the  programs’  impacts  on  reducing 
power  plant-related  polluting 
air  and  greenhouse  gas  emissions 
depends  on  the  mix  of  fuels  used  to 
generate  electricity,  and  whether 
DR  participants  replace  their  lower 
energy  consumption  from  the  grid 
with  diesel-powered  generators. 

Today  DR  is  typically  available 
only  to  large  commercial  or  industrial 
customers;  nonprofit  San  Francisco 
Community  Power  (SF  Power)  offers 
the  only  state-sanctioned  DR  program 
available  to  small-  and  medium-sized 
energy  users.  DR  programs  have  a 
range  of  characteristics,  but  most 
require  participants  to  be  able  to 
reduce  their  power  use  on  short 
notice,  within  24  hours  or  less  of 
being  asked  to  do  so. 

Industrial  and  large  commercial 
customers  can  enroll  in  one  of 
several  DR  programs,  either  by 


signing-up  through  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  (PG&E)  or  via  a 
program  aggregator.  Under  the  Base 
Interruptible  Program,  electricity 
customers  receive  a monthly  payment 
if  they  agree  to  reduce  their  energy 
use  by  at  least  15  percent  after  either 
a 30-minute  or  three-hour  notice  from 
the  California  Independent  System 
Operator  (CAISO).  The  Optional 
Binding  Mandatory  Curtailment  Plan 
doesn’t  provide  financial  incentives, 
but  gives  participants  immunity 
from  blackouts  if  they  can  cut  their 
energy  use  by  at  least  15  percent  of 
their  average  with  15  minutes’  notice. 
The  Demand  Bidding  Program  allows 
customers  who  don’t  want  to  commit 
upfront  to  submit  bids  to  temporarily 
reduce  their  load  on  critical  peak 
days.  If  the  bid  is  accepted,  the 
customer  receives  a credit  equal 
to  the  rate  they  would  otherwise 
have  paid  - on  average  about  $0.14 
per  kilowatt-hour  (kWh)  - plus  an 
incentive  payment  of  up  to  $0.60  per 
kWh. 

Some  DR  programs  provide 
customers  with  longer  notification 
periods.  The  Scheduled  Load 
Reduction  Program  requires 
participants  to  commit  to  reducing 
their  consumption  by  a pre-specified 
amount  — though  it  needs  to  equal 
at  least  15  percent  of  their  average 
use  — at  the  same  time  each  week 
throughout  the  summer.  The  Critical 
Peak  Pricing  program  enables 
participants  to  receive  lower  rates 
during  summer  months  in  exchange 
for  paying  between  three  to  five  times 
their  normal,  non-discounted  rate  for 
electricity  used  during  peak  hours  on 
critical  peak  days. 

Rick  Counihan  of  EnerNOC, 
Inc.,  a demand  response  aggregator, 
cautions  that  customers  who  enroll  in 
a DR  program  with  PG&E  may  not  get 
the  guidance  they  need  to  determine 
which  program  works  best  for  them 
or  receive  assistance  automating 
their  facilities  to  comply  with  DR 
requests.  In  addition,  “most  utilities 
have  penalties  if  you  don’t  perform, 
and  cannot  reduce  consumption 
by  the  agreed-upon  amount,”  said 
Counihan.  Aggregators,  which 
include  EnerNOC  and  SF  Power, 
eliminate  the  risk  that  a participant 
might  have  to  pay  if  they  don’t 
reduce  as  expected  by  combining 
diverse  DR  participants  into  a single 
group.  While  an  individual  energy 
user  may  fail  to  curtail  their  energy 
use  as  expected,  others  may  reduce 
their. demand  by  a greater  amount, 
enabling  the  entire  group  to  meet  its 
DR  commitments. 

SF  Power’s  DR  program  allows 
small-  and  medium-sized  energy 
users  - including  schools,  government 
facilities,  and  businesses  - to  turn- 
off a minimum  of  one  kilowatt  for 
just  four  hours  during  peak  days  in 
exchange  for  an  end-of-summer  cash 
payment.  If  a participant  finds  that 
they  can’t  meet  their  pledge' on  a peak 
day,  they  can  drop  out  of  the  program 
Continued  on  Page  20

understand  that  it’s  a great  hospital, 
but  if  trying  to  live  close  to  it  with 
helicopters  landing;  it’s  something 
everyone’s  alarmed  about,”  she 
said. 

Other  Potrero  Hill  residents,  like 
Loretta  Lynch,  a former  state  public 
utilities  commissioner,  don’t  believe 
a helipad  is  needed.  “My  concern 
is  this:  the  hospital  has  not  given  us 
a good  reason  to  build  the  project.” 
said  Lynch,  "In  their  own  documents, 
they  say  that  helicopters  will  not 
be  used  to  pick-up  most  of  their 
patients  in  San  Francisco;  a large 
percentage  of  people  will  be  from  out 
of  town.”  Lynch  is  also  concerned 
that  low-income  San  Franciscans 
will  be  turned  away  from  the  hospital 
if  it  fills  up  with  insured  patients 
helicoptered  in  from  elsewhere.  "As 
neighbors  of  the  hospital,  we  support 
the  General,  but  we  don’t  support  a 
cockamamie  scheme  - we  know  the 
General  is  bursting  at  the  seams  to 
help  community  members.” 

SFGH  asserts  that  while  patients 
are  sometimes  diverted  from  their 
emergency  room,  trauma  patients 
are  never  refused  care,  whether  or 
not  they  have  health  insurance.  The 
hospital  also  points  out  that  it  will 
remain  the  only  site  to  treat  extreme 
trauma  patients  in  the  City  even  after 
UCSF  Children’s  Hospital  is  built. 

Once  the  draft  EIR  report  is 
issued  this  summer  interested  parties 
will  have  45  days  to  review  and 
comment  on  it.  “Depending  on  how 
many  comments  there  are,  it  could 
lake  one  to  two  months  to  respond 
to  the  comments.  Then  we  could  need 
new  studies  before  (the  project]  gets 
back  to  Planning  Commission  for 
public  hearing  and  that  happens  six 
to  eight,  weeks  after  the  comment 
period,”  said  McClintock.

don’t  have  to  worry  about  people 
approaching  them.  You  need  places 
to  go,  especially  when  your  home  is 
so  messed  up." 

Bryant,  his  wife  Loretha,  and 
Recreation  Center  Director  Jon 
Greenburg  go  out  of  their  way  to 
help  neighborhood  children.  "My 
wife  helps  me  greatly.  Without  her 
there’s  no  me,”  said  Bryant,  “she 
even  picks  the  kids  up  and  takes 
them  to  church,”  he  continued.  “Jon 
Greenburg’s  been  at  their  Rec  Center 
for  over  30  years  and  taught  me  about 
love  and  life." 

Bryant’s  efforts  stem  from  his 
unyielding  belief  that  positive  actions 
beget  positive  results.  "The  police 
have  started  to  walk  the  beat  to  get  to 
know  the  community,”  said  Bryant. 
“They  need  to  consistently  do  it  - the 
walk  - they  can’t  just  drjve  around; 
it’s  got  to  be  positive.” 

The  Potrero  Terrace  was  built 
in  1941  and  the  Annex  in  1955. 
According  to  Naja  Boyd,  Deputy 
Executive  Director  at  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Authority,  at 
some  point  they  will  need  to  be 
rebuilt.  “We  are  certainly  looking  to 
redevelop  that  area,  but  these  are  still 
just  plans,  there  is  nothing  concrete 
yet,”  said  Boyd.  "The  redevelopment 
process  is  arduous,  and  takes  years. 
At  this  point  it’s  only  in  the  discussion 
phase.” 

The  Housing  Authority  is  required 
to  provide  one  for  one  replacement  of 
any  homes  that  are  lost  as  a result 
of  redevelopment,  and  to  increase 
the  overall  number  of  affordable 
housing  units.  When  public  housing 
is  redeveloped,  displaced  residents 
can  choose  to  move  to  other  public 
housing  within  San  Francisco,  or 
find  a place  to  live  outside  the  City 
using  a Section  8 voucher,  which 
provides  very  low-income  families 
with  a subsidy  to  rent  privately- 
owned  homes.

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Illegal  Kennels

To  obtain  a kennel  permit  a 
business  must  undergo  inspections 
by  the  Public  Health  (DPH)  and 
Planning  Departments  and  Animal 
Care  and  Control  (ACC).  DPH 
inspects  the  facility  first,  usually 
with  an  ACC  representative.  While 
the  former  evaluates  the  proposed 
boarding  facility  for  potential  health 
hazards,  the  latter  considers  animal 
safety.  “How  is  the  animal  going  to 
be  treated?  Is  there  enough  staff?" 
asks  ACC  Director  Carl  Friedman. 

In  addition  to  DPH  and  ACC  site 
inspections,  kennels  must  comply 
with  the  Planning  Department’s 
zoning  rules,  which  restrict  dog 
boarding  facilities  to  neighborhoods 
that  are  zoned  for  industrial,  light 
industrial  and  heavy  commercial 
use,  otherwise  designated  as  Ml,  M2 
and  CM  on  zoning  maps,  and  require 
them  to  be  located  at  least  200  feet 
from  a residential  area.  As  a result 
of  these  requirements  kennels  can 
essentially  only  legally  operate  in  the 
City’s  southeastern  neighborhoods: 
Dogpatch,  Mission,  Bayview-Hunters 
Point  and  Potrero  Hill.  “Dog  kennels 
are  not  at  all  permitted  in  most 
residential  districts,"  said  City 
Planner  Kimberly  Durandet. 

Unlike  boarding  facilities, 
businesses  that  only  care  for  dogs 
during  the  day  have  been  essentially 
unregulated.  But  prompted  by 
complaints  from  nearby  residents,  as 
well  as  the  recognition  that  the  formal 
“doggy  daycare”  industry,  which 


started  just  a decade  ago,  is  growing 
fast,  the  Planning  Department  has 
stepped-up  its  efforts  to  clarify  what 
rules  it  will  require  these  facilities 
to  abide  by  “This  seems  to  be  an 
emerging  business.  The  Department  is 
responding  to  an  emerging  economic 
industry.”  said  Durandet. 

To  legally  operate  as  doggie 
daycare  a facility  can’t  keep  dogs 
overnight,  offer  outdoor  play  space 
for  animals  or  exceed  5,000  square 
feet.  If  the  facility  cares  for  more 
than  12  dogs  at  a time,  it  may  have 
to  undergo  neighborhood  notification 
procedures  and  public  hearings 
before  it  can  open. 

While  there  are  no  official 
statistics  on  how  many  animal 
boarding  and  daycare  facilities  are 
operating  illegally,  a quick  scan 
of  Craigslist’s  pet  services  listings 
reveals  a plethora  of  posts  offering 
overnight  dog  boarding  and  daycare, 
often  in  residential  settings. 

Rouse  says  she  has  mixed  feelings 
about  in-home  boarding.  “There’s  a 
fine  line.  If  somebody’s  got  three  toy 
poodles  in  their  house,  I don’t  care. 
It’s  people  who  cross  that  line."  she 
said. 

ACC’s  Friedman  advises  pet 
owners  to  be  cautious  and  ask 
questions  when  choosing  dog  care 
services.

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Where  Will  the  People  Play?

Maintaining  enough  open  space 
for  San  Francisco’s  dense  population 
is  challenging.  With  five  and  a 
half  acres  of  parks,  playgrounds, 
or  urban  wilderness  for  every 
1,000  people,  the  City  has  about 
half  as  much  green  space  as  the 
national  average.  According  to  the 
Neighborhood  Parks  Council  and  the 
San  Francisco  Parks  and  Recreation 
and  Planning  departments,  the 
eastern  neighborhoods  - the  Central 
Waterfront,  Dogpatch,  East  SoMA, 
the  Mission,  Showplace  Square 
and  Potrero  Hill  - are  in  particular 
need  of  more  open  space.  Other 
neighborhoods  with  an  open  space 
deficit  include  North  Beach.  Bayview- 
Hunters  Point,  and  Visitation  Valley. 
With  a hefty  amount  of  development 
on  the  horizon  for  San  Francisco’s 
southeastern  neighborhoods,  City 
agencies  involved  in  open  space 
acquisition  and  maintenance  are 
brainstorming  ways  to  ensure  open 
space  access  in  the  coming  years. 

A host  of  state  and  local  agencies 
are  responsible  for  open  space 
in  the  City,  including  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency,  and 
Department  of  Public  Works.  While 
there’s  a consensus  amongst  these 
agencies  that  more  funds  are  needed 
for  open  space,  none  are  willing  to 


take  sole  responsibility  for  the  job. 

Rose  Marie  Dennis,  Director  of 
Communications  and  Public  Affairs 
for  Parks  and  Recreation,  said  her 
Department  was  working  with  the 
Planning  Department  to  examine 
open  space  disparities  in  the  eastern 
neighborhoods.  "We’re  having 
fledgling  discussions  analyzing  where 


the  gaps  are.  At  this  stage  we  are 
looking  at  what  we’ve  got,  and  what 
we  think  our  priorities  need  to  be  as 
demographics  shift  in  that  area.” 
Amit  Ghosh,  the  Planning 
Department’s  Chief  of  Comprehensive 
Planning,  added  that  the  two 
departments  are  “...analyzing  how 
much  open  space  is  really  needed  in 


the  areas,  how  much  will  it  cost  to  do 
this,  and  what  will  be  the  source  of 
funds.  We  are  looking  at  the  private 
sector  to  bear  part  of  this  financing,” 
said  Ghosh. 

Ghosh  pointed  to  numerous 
ways  for  open  space  to  be  created 
and/or  funded  in  the  eastern 
neighborhoods.  Likely  funding

of  foods  and  clothing  sold  in 
retail  stores.  Such  linkages  are 
critical  to  maintaining  an  efficient 
local  and  regional  economy.” 

Cohen  said  the  Advisory  Board 
policy  recommendations  will 
include  increasing  the  amount  of 
land  zoned  as  industrial,  providing 
workforce  development  and  training, 
and  encouraging  the  City  to  work 
proactively  to  support  light  industry 
similarly  to  how  it  treats  the  tourism 
and  biotechnology  sectors. 

According  to  Cohen,  preservation 
of  light  industry  will  help  keep  San 
Franciscans  employed.  “Our  research 
has  shown  that  back  street  businesses 
have  a higher  percentage  of  nonwhite 
workers,  with  a high  school  degree 
or  lower.  These  are  folks  who  have 
limited  choices  about  where  they’re 
going  to  get  a job.  We’re  talking 
about  San  Francisco  residents.  They 
have  fewer  choices  about  where  to 
work  to  make  a living  wage.  They  are 
somewhat  vulnerable  if  those  jobs 
disappear.  We  need  to  recognize  the 
importance  of  maintaining  jobs  for 
that  segment  of  the  population.”

younger  relatives.  Children  tend 
to  do  better  when  they  live  in  a 
home  where  family  attachments  are 
present:  yet  due  to  lack  of  funds  many 
extended  family  members  who  would 
like  to  raise  their  kin  are  unable  to 
do  so. 

Edgewood’s  kinship  initiative 
is  the  first  publicly-  and  privately- 
funded  program  in  California  to 
address  the  gap  created  when 
extended  family  members  step  in 
as  care  givers ^fter  parents  become 
unavailable  due  to  mental  health 
issues,  drug  use,  incarceration,  or 
death.  The  program  provides  a place 
for  extended  family  members  to 
receive  counseling,  hold  conferences, 
attend  educational  workshops,  and 
gamer  some  respite  from  day-to-day 
pressures. 

Edgewood  also  runs  the  primary 
intervention  (PIP)  and  family 
ambassador  programs.  PIP  works 
with  children  from  the  age  of  five 
to  nine  who  face  school  adjustment 
problems.  Under  the  program  each 
participating  child  works  with  a 
specially-trained  aide  for  30  minutes 
a week  over  a three-month  period. 
Non-directive  play  is  used  to 
counteract  anti-social  behavior,  such 
as  withdrawal,  extreme  shyness  and 
acting-out. 

Under  the  family  ambassador 
program  outreach  workers  visit 
parks  and  playgrounds  to  distribute 
information  about  support  services 
available  to  help  promote  healthy 
child  development,  particularly 


geared  to  children  who  are  five- 
years-old  or  younger. 

Edgewood  has  been  working 
from  its  spacious  and  airy  former 
dot-com  warehouse  in  Potrero  for 
more  than  12  years.  Founded  as 
the  San  Francisco  Orphan  Asylum 
in  1851  to  shelter  orphans  during 
the  California  Gold  Rush,  it’s  one  of 
the  oldest  children's  charities  west 
of  the  Mississippi.  Over  the  past 
century  and  a half  the  organization 
has  evolved  to  meet  the  needs  of 
changing  family  structures  and 
community  contexts,  guided  by  the 
latest  research  on  how  to  best  nurture 
and  help  children  and  families  during 
crisis  periods.  The  nonprofit  serves 
more  than  3,500  children  and  families 
a year  from  throughout  California. 

According  to  Supreme  Court

six  years  serving  on  juvenile  and 
family  courts,  “I  have  had  kids  on  my 
caseload  in  every  licensed  program  in 
the  State  of  California  and  beyond. 
There  is  no  other  place  quite  like 
Edgewood.  There  is  no  group  of 
professionals  quite  like  Edgewood’s 
professionals.  There  is  no  agency 

- governmental,  nonprofit,  or  private 

- that  provides  the  depth  and  scope 
of  service  that  Edgewood  provides.

without  penalty,  only  forfeiting  the 
money  they  would  have  otherwise 
received  had  they  succeeded  in 
reducing  their  use  when  called  upon 
over  the  entire  summer. 

Residential  customers  may  soon 
also  be  able  to  participate  in  DR, 
according  to  Chris  King,  Chief 
Strategy  Officer  for  eMeter,  Inc., 
which  develops  software  for  utilities 
to  facilitate  “smart  metering."  A pilot 
program  implemented  by  SF  Power  in 
2004  and  2005  found  that  residential 
customers  in  San  Francisco  were  able 
to  temporarily  reduce  their  electricity 
use  by  up  to  15  percent,  particularly 
after  being  educated  about  the 
relationship  between  peak  electricity 
use  and  power  plant-related  polluting 
air  emissions.  Next  year  San  Diego 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  hopes  to 
offer  a program  in  which  residential 
customers  with  smart  meters-which 
enable  ratepayers  and  utilities  to 
remotely  track  their  electricity  use- 
will  receive  a rebate  of  $0.75  per  kWh 
if  they  reduce  their  consumption 
below  their  average  use  during  peak 
periods.  PG&E  is  currently  installing 
smart  meters  in  Central  Valley  homes, 
and  intends  to  roll-out  the  meters  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  enabling  residential 
customers  to  participate  in  critical 
peak  pricing  programs. 

Energy  analysts  have  traditionally 
believed  that  DR  simply  shifts  the 
timing  of  when  energy  is  used.  But 
according  to  David  Nemtzow,  an 
independent  energy  consultant  who 


coauthored  an  article  on  DR  programs 
published  in  the  March  2007  issue  of 
Public  Utilities  Fortnightly,  “DR, 
just  about  every  time  it’s  used,  saves 
energy." 

In  a review  of  100  DR  programs 
nationwide,  Nemtzow,  and  his 
coauthors.  King,  and  Dan  Delurey, 
Executive  Director  of  the  U.S. 
Demand  Response  Coordinating 
Committee,  found  that  most  DR 
programs  trigger  an  increase  in 
off-peak  consumption  levels.  But 
the  total  size  of  the  post-DR  energy 
rebound  was  less  than  the  amount  by 
which  the  peak  had  been  suppressed; 
DR  reduced  overall  power  use.  This 
conservation  benefit  results  from 
multiple  factors,  including  that 
temporarily  lowering  lighting  doesn’t 
prompt  more  consumption  later  on: 
customers  don’t  increase  lighting  by 
an  extra  50  percent  to  make  up  for 
dimming  them  by  that  much  earlier 
in  the  day.  Less  lighting  can  also 
reduce  the  need  for  air  conditioning 
as  well.  Likewise,  DR  calls  often 
occur  at  the  end  of  a workday;  there’s 
no  reason  to  increase  air  conditioning 
after  employees  have  left  for  the  day. 
And  some  DR  participants  leave  their 
energy  settings  at  the  reduced  level 
after  being  called  upon.  Intentional 
or  not,  this  customer  inertia  results  in 
additional  energy  conservation. 

DR  provides  financial  rewards 
to  participating  customers  through 
both  incentive  payments  and  the 
bill  savings  associated  with  reduced 
energy  use.  DR  also  benefits  utilities 
and  their  customers  by  reducing 
the  costs  associated  with  building,

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maintaining,  and  operating  electric 
generating  facilities.  In  a 2006  study 
of  the  capacity  of  the  Pennsylvania- 
New  Jersey-Maryland  regional 
generation  network,  Kathleen  Spees 
and  Lester  Lave  of  the  Carnegie 
Mellon  Electricity  Industry  Center 
found  that  15  percent  of  the  region's 
power  plants  were  put  into  service 
less  than  1.2  percent  of  the  time: 
the  plants  were  needed  only  during 
the  most  extreme  demand  peaks. 
Lowering  these  peaks  through 
effective  DR  reduces  the  need  to  biuld 
or  operate  these  “peaker”  plants, 
and  induces  savings  associated  with 
relieving  stress  on  the  transmission 
and  distribution  system. 

Most  of  California’s  electric 
grid  is  powered  by  natural  gas, 
with  lesser  amounts  coming  from 
nuclear,  wind,  hydropower,  solar  and 
out-of-state  coal  plants,  according 
to  Paul  Liotsakis,  SF  Power’s 


Associate  Director.  Newer  natural 
gas-powered  plants,  which  produce 
the  least  expensive,  cleanest  fossil- 
fueled  electricity,  fire  up  during  the 
day.  “As  the  peak  grows,  you  go  to 
the  dirtier  plants,”  he  said,  which  is 
when  DR  programs  go  into  effect. 
“ DR  substitutes  for  the  least  efficient, 
dirtiest  gas  and  diesel  plants,  and 
provides  environmental  benefits  to 
California  as  a result.” 

Nemtzow  agrees,  “You  do  use 
different  power  plants  at  different 
times  of  the  day.  Some  power  plants 
are  just  cleaner,”  releasing  fewer 
polluting  emissions.  The  biggest 
positive  of  DR  is  that  if  we  can  avoid 
the  peaks,  we  will  avoid  a source  of 
environmental  harm.  Also,  it  helps 
people  manage  their  energy  use.”

Police  Blotter

sources  include  imposing  impact  fees 
on  new  construction,  requiring  large 
developments  to  provide  publicly- 
accessible  open  space,  obtaining 
federal  grants,  and  issuing  general 
obligation  bonds.  Ghosh  noted 
that  impact  fees  have  already  been 
assessed  as  part  of  Rincon  Hill 
development. 

Other  agencies  are  also 
brainstorming  ways  to  carve-out 
open  space  from  the  City’s  limited 
real  estate.  The  Port’s  development  of 
Pier  14  last  summer  demonstrates  the 
inventive  effort  necessary  to  create 
new  open  spaces  in  a dense  urban 
environment.  The  Port  constructed 
a public  pedestrian  pier  on  top 
of  an  existing  breakwater  at  the 
Downtown  Ferry  Terminal.  The 
637-feet  long  pier  cost  $2.25  million 
to  build,  with  funds  coming  from  11 
different  primarily  state  sources. 

“There  really  isn’t  proper 
planning”  for  open  space  explained 
Nancy  Wuerfel,  Chair  of  the 
Park,  Recreation  and  Open  Space 
Advisory  Committee,  a Board  of 
Supervisors-appointed  citizens’ 
advisory  committee  that  comments 
on  Parks  and  Recreation  planning 
documents,  speaking  in  her  own 
capacity.  “This  City  is  not  making 
the  commitment  it  needs  to  the  parks, 
although  technically  we  already 
supposedly  have  the  funding  we 
need.”  said  Wuerfel.  According  to 
Wuefel,  the  Open  Space  Fund,  which 
garners  revenues  from  an  annual 
City  tax  levy,  is  supposed  to  pay  for 
open  space  acquisition,  but  because

Parks  and  Recreation  itself  is  short 
of  money,  it’s  constantly  juggling  the 
need  to  pay  its  employees,  maintain 
existing  open  space,  and  demands  to 
acquire  additional  green  space.  Open 
space  acquisition  is  last  in  line  among 
these  priorities. 

Wuerfel  explained  that  while 
other  City  agencies  have  the  ability 
to  acquire  and  sell  their  open  space 
assets,  Parks  and  Recreation  needs 
voter  approval  to  dispose  of  any 
of  its  land.  As  a result,  Parks  and 
Recreation  can’t  sell  property  in 
an  area  that  has  sufficient  amounts 
of  open  space  to  fund  purchases  in 
high-need  communities.  And  under 
current  City  budget  policies  Parks 
and  Recreation  doesn't  have  enough 
funds  to  maintain  the  properties  it 
already  owns.  “And  that’s  where  the 
hot  potato  comes  in.”  said  Wuerfel. 
“Because  the  maintenance  of  these 


properties  is  not  funded.  “We’ve 
created  a monster  in  that  there  isn’t 
a steady  a financial  flow  to  Rec  and 
Park  that  if  they  get  an  acre  they  also 
get  dollars  to  maintain  it.” 

As  a result  of  the  financial  squeeze 
Parks  and  Recreation  requires  that 
any  potential  acquisition  has  to  have 
three  years  of  funding  for  maintenance 
identified  before  a deal  is  concluded. 
“We  haven’t  actually  bought  land  in 
a while,”  said  Wuerful,  "Getting  the 
right  land  in  the  right  place  to  serve 
an  unmet  need  is  really  tough.”  One 
solution  Wuerfel  suggested  would 
be  to  require  developers  to  create 
and  maintain  open  space,  although 
she  admits  this  would  require  new 
legislation. 

Isabel  Wade,  the  Neighborhood 
Parks  Council’s  Executive  Director, 
concurs.  “With  so  much  development 
moving  south  if  there  isn’t  a game 


plan  that  highlights  the  gap  areas 
and  which  parcels  of  property  to 
preserve  right  now  for  open  space, 
we’ll  never  have  the  quality  of  life 
in  these  neighborhoods  that  people 
expect.”  said  Wade  “And  that's  why 
we’re  saying  we  need  an  open  space 
task  force  and  need  to  get  all  agencies 
involved  to  tackle  this  together.” 
According  to  Dan  Sider.  San 
Francisco’s  Greening  Director,  the 
City  is  exploring  establishing  a 
task  force  to  examine  the  best  way 
to  fund  open  space  acquisition 
and  maintenance.  Perhaps  more 
encouraging  is  that  by  the  end  of  the 
year  a process  to  revise  the  General 
Plan’s  Open  Space  Element  - which 
provides  guidance  on  how  land  use 
planning  should  be  conducted  — is 
likely  to  be  launched.  “[The  City) 
acknowledges  that  it’s  been  some 
time  since  the  Open  Space  Element 
was  last  revised  in  depth”  said  Sider 
Sider  wouldn’t  comment  on  what  the 
General  Plan  revisions  might  consist 
of,  or  even  how  the  revision  process  is 
likely  to  be  implemented,  other  than 
to  note  in  an  email  that  “only  the 
process  itself  can  answer  the  question 
of  what  aspects  of  the  open  space 
element  will  be  revised.  Scoping  the 
extent  of  the  revisions  is  a critical 
component  of  the  process.” 

According  to  Wade,  if  the  City 
doesn’t  act  soon  to  preserve  the 
necessary  open  space  parcels  now. 
soon  enough  San  Franciscans  will 
be  “kicking  ourselves  in  the  foot 
for  missing  such  a tremendous 
opportunity.”
